Outcome of the evangelist's tttiga- 
tlon will be read here with consid- 
erable interest. Mr. Trotter conduct- 
ed a fortnight's mission in Danville j 
last fall, this.being held.in'the Ridge j 
Street tabernacle and being attended ' 
by several thousand people. It was

of Tennessee.

IB highly improbable that the House 
will, after the November elections. 
take up the election contest of John

•ecently. 
The vote on this question in the- 
House is going to be strictly along 
party lines and as the republicans.

bers out campaigning, can not de- 
pend upon having a majority on hand 
it "any time before the November elec- 
;ions. it is very doubtful that the elec- 
tions committee will bring the matter 
jefore -the House before then. 
After having the contest in hand 
about 15 months the republican mem- 
oers of the House Elections Commit- 
tee brought in a report about three 
months ago declaring John Paul to 
have him duly elected. The demo- 
cratic members of the 
committee 
brought in a unanimous report assert- 
ing Harrison was elected. 
Meanwhile another election will be 
held in the Seventh district in No- 
vember at which Harrison and Paul 
will again be the candidates, and Har- 
rison is expected to "Swamp" John 
Paul, because the democrats are 
wrought up and fully determined to 
show by the vote this November that

ANCHORAGE. Alaska. Aug. 25.— 
Remote sections of Alaska, weeks 
and months' away from the railroad 
under the old transportation meth- 
ods, are being brought closer to the 
seaports and railroad towns by the 
airplane and tractor. 
• ' 
Two sections of Alaska, the Idita- 
rod and the great Kuskokwim coun- 
try, reached from here in the winter 
only after a 15 days' trip with a dog 
team, can be made in tvro or ihree 
days by airplane. 
The tractor's part in the revcltitlor. 
of transportation methods-comes-in 
hauling ore and r—>1 from the mines 
to ' the railroads. 
The army-type 
caterpillar trctor. drgging from 20 
to 50 tons, breaks it* own trail over 
the snow and is rapidly taking the 
place of the horse iv. n-any places. 
Sections of the far away Alaska 
peninsula-and Aeutian islands with 
their oil possibilities, are soon to be 
prospected by airplane for a group 
of Anchorage business men. The 
machine will be of the hydroplane 
type and will alight in the rivers, 
bavs and lakes for shore -work. 
One aviator. C, O. Hammontree, is 


considering establishing a chain of 
stations -?n the interior to which he 
can carry supplies by the air route. 
At present the prospectors on the 
•'inside" eenerally spend their spring 
months haulirstr their suplies in over 
the snow trails- Hammontree's plan 
is to carry supplies to established 
posts and thus save the prospectors 
the heavy task of pulling -heir food 
and equipment over the snow 
The 
stations would be on the lakes or 
rivers so the lane could light on the 
water-

Council Finance Committee 


and Commissioners Put 
an End to Payment of Po- 
lice Court Fines in Intall- 
ment System. 


"Pay up or go up." 
This will be the slogan at the 
Mayor's court on October • 1. wh«n 
the council finance committee and 
th« police commissioners expect to 
have in operation a modern method 
of book-keeping which was formally 
adopted at a joint session of those 
bodies yesterday. 


Th» action taken yesterday spells 
finale to the custom in vogue here 
for many years 
whereby" ' offenders 
fined for breaches of the law are al- 
lowed to make a cash payment on 
their fine and to par the balance In 
installments usually on pay day. It 
will also pat an end to the police de- 
partment being nsade a collecting 
agency and the calling of patrolmen 
to see such and such offender and 
•sk him for a remittance. 


The new method promises to put 
a new meaning on court discipline. 
If a speeder, for Instance, is convict- 
ed and fined $10 and costs, he wlh 
have to pay the full amount :mo 
Court, receive a receipt for the 
amount and if he Is unable to pay it 
He will have to go to jail. This wil! 
be In keeping with the strict l-«er 
of the law. The locaj aulhorili-s. 
however, show a. disposition to be 
less drastic and it is 33kely ;hat per- 
sons fined w3H be allowed 24 hours

Desecrated -By 
Show of Greed 


?6p;e~ ffignifies His Disap- 


proval of Mercenary Sur- 
roundings Which Have 
Destroyed Sanctity of the 
Classic. 


NTW YORK. Aug. 25.—The New 
York World prints the following in- 
teresting copyrighted cable from Mun- 
ich announcing the Papal ban of the 
Oberammagau Passion Play: 
What had been threatened for some 
time in connection with the perform- 
ance of the Passion Play at Oberam- 
mergau, near'here, has come to pass. 
After despatching a Papal Nuncio 
here to make a personal report. Pope 
Pius has signified his disapproval of 
the conditions surrounding the presen- 
tation of the Passion Play. 
It is extremely unlikely that the 


play will ever again be given publicly. 
There -were rumors it was to be stopp- 
ed forthwith.'but the Papal hand was 
stayed by the fact that such extreme 
action would lead to serious difficul- 
ties because of various accommoda- 
tions and contracts at Oberammergau 
which have been bought and paid for. 
Any unbiased visitor to Oberammer- 
gau can well understand the Pope's 
decision. The play and its surround- 
ings have become a varitable scandal 
of profiteering and the village has 
been transformed into a world's fair 
Of curious tourists. Twelve million to 
15.000,000 paper marks are 
being 
netted in Oberammergau each week 
from the performances, the sale of 
souvenirs and the necessary sheltc-r 
of thousands of visitors for two nights 
" en pension." 
Wild Scene of Profiteering. 


In a word. Oberammergau has be- 
come the greatest money-changing 
mare in Europe. Wild speculation Is 
going on in the dollar, the pound 
sterling, the mark and the Austrian 
krone. On all sides there is talk only 
of money and bargaining. 
A vast 
circle of profiteering tourist and ex- 
change agencies 
dominate 
affairs 
there, and the visitor must bid for 
seats at the performance.' which 
greedy speculators have already cor- 
nered. 
Besides, all manner of now taxes 


and extra charges are made, oppor- 
tunely, as the mark drops steadily. 
The whole atmosphere surrounding 
the play has become poisoned by 
post-war profiteering, and all l:n«je ot 
sacred sentiment about it has vanish- 
ed.

This was the orig- 
inal idea of this dramatic representa- 
tion of the sufferings of Christ, but 
the Passion Play of 1922 is raking in 
shekels in amounts beyond the dreams 
of the most successful theatrical pro- 
ducer of Manhattan., 
There has been much learned dis- 
pute over the origin of the Passion 
Play, from which emerges the fact 
that it is not a survival of a mediae- 
val mystery or miracle play. It took 
its rise from a vow made by the inhab- 
itants of Oberammergau in 1633. with 
the hope of staving a plague then ras- 
ing.The original tect and arrangements 
were made probably by the monks 
of Ettal. a nearby monastery: but 
they were remodelU-d carefully by the 
parish priest of the beginning of the 
present century, when the (May ob- 
tained exemption from the general 
suppression of such performances by 
the Bavarian Government. The music 
was composed by Rochus Dedler. 
schoolmaster of the parish in 1814-

lis automobil* being proof of the nar« 
row escape. Mr. Shelton was too busy 
marshalling the forces of officers arm* 
ed with shot guns, rifles, pistols and.- 
sundry other weapons used in full- 
fiedged bootleg war to give any very* 
coherent account of what happened1 
yesterday. He did say, however,-that 
le had been shot at at Mountain Val-. 
ey yesterday and that a general raid 
was being staged this afternoon in 
the hope of bringing the perpetrators 
of the outrage to book. • 
It was quite the most Imposing ar» 
ray of armed men seen here, for somo 
time. The officers were mostly young 
and energetic and all of them carry- 
ng engines of destruction, which im»l • 
pressed one with the fact that en^1 
forcing the liquor law has reached1 
the proportions of a small war. 
The officers were travelling in three' 
arge passen'ger cars. None of those 
questioned seemed willing to discus*' 
their immediate business. It was ex-

Probed At Scene 
(Continued From Pa*r« One) 
been dope .to OHle Ramsey and to 
the good name of their town. 
One of the most interesting facts 
brought out at the informal hearing 
hare today related to the payment of 
the hotel bills of Detectives Thomp- 
son and Dunn, and Dunn's wife. Dur- 
ing the stay of the three in Gretna 
they had rooms at the Virginia Ho- 
tel, Owen S. Bird, proprietor. When 
they left hurriedly Monday afternoon 
they failed to pay their hotel bill. The 
bill of" 157.75 was later paid by Ben 
R. Powell, of Gretna, who had prev- 
iously 
stood 
for 
th.e 
detectives. 
Whether Powell, who settled for the 
trio's bill, was also responsible for 
getting the private detectives to come 
to Gjcetna to work up liquor cases is 
not known. However, this phase of 
the situation has been the cauee for 
much comment 
" 
speculation. 


According to the evidence adduced 
at the informal hearing today, Thomp- 
son and Dunn, under the name of 
Davis, and Dunn's wife 
went to 
Gretna about two weeks ago and im- 
mediately put nrp at-the Virginia 
The two men anji later the woman be- 
gan to mix with various men of the 
town and the surrounding country. 
They are said to have drunk freely 
with a number of men and Dunn is 
said to have been seen under the in- 
fluence of liquor on several occasions, 
it is said that considerable liquor was 
.consumed m the trio's rooms at, the 
hotel. So bad did this become that 
•Mr Bird stateti1 to"'the -reporter iiere 
ioday that he had to ask the two pri- 
vate detectives to call a halt in the 
drinking. 
On another occasion the 
men went to J. D. Hunt's store 
at Bnght's and there drank with ser- 
eral men 
While there -was speculation as to 
the business of the two brothers, who 
said their name as Davis, there was 
no particular suspicion that there was 
liquor 
investigations 
except in * 
gustatory way. 
Last Sunday W. T. Shelton, State 
Prohibition Agent, of Danville, and 
Magistrate R Q Collie, of Chatham. 
came to Gretna. 
Warrants were 
sworn out by Shelton and issued by 
Squire Collie for the following men: 
l^ang-S. Rorer, Perrow Rorer and Guy 
Jftorer, on one warrant, and for D. W. 
Hunt. Ollie Edwards and Ollie Ram- 
sey on another warrant. On this last 
warrant the name of Ollie Ramsey 
had ben partially erased before It was 
served on the other two. This war- 
rant was never served on Ramsey. 
but later a third warrant was sworn 
out against Ramsey. 
All of these 
warrants charged bootlegging. 
" 
W. T. Shelt6n, who swore out these 
warrants, wis quoted by several citi- 
zens of Gretna yesterday as saying 
that he had been reluctant to swear 
out a warrant agalnet Ramsey be- 
cause he did not believe him to be 
guilty of the charge, but that he had 
bworn it out finally at the insistence 
of Detectives Thompson and Dunn. 
All of the parties for whom the 
warrants were sworn out. except 
Ramsey, live 
outside 
of the town. 
some as far as eight miles. 
Ramsey 
is the only one who lives in Gretna. 
When the warrant -was served on 
Dewey Hunt it was 4 o'clock in the 
morning and Hunt was called out of 
bed- by Deputy Sheriff Tom Smith.

Joseph (Jack) Hart, the New York 
gunman, whose real name !• said to be 
James Connely, and "Walter Cocolow, 
the 19-year-old Baltimore boy. was 
redoubled yesterday as ttfb result of 
what purports to be the confession of 
one of the Hicks, Tase & Morris Com- 
pany payroll bandits. 
Every place frequented by these 


men, or likely to be visited by them, 
In under surveillance and their arrest 
Is .expected soon if £hey are in the 
City, according to Charles D. Gaither, 
commissioner of police. 
Hart and Socolow are the only men 


Implicated in the statement of Frank 
J. Allers, who says he himself drove 
the bandit car, that are not already in 
custody. Allers told his story to Rob- 
ert F. Leach, Jr., State's Attorney, 
early yesterday in the hoe, it is said, 
that he could save his own skin at 
the expense of his comrades in the 
murder. 


Homicidal Lust Alleged 


Socolow, whb goes by the nickname 


of "Xoisy," stands out in the story told 
by Allers as a youth tormented by a 
homicidal lust. He, Allers declares, is 
the man who killed Mr. Xorris, secre- 
tary of the company, standing over 
the crumpled body and firing three 
ehots into it and then kicking it. 
"Mr Xorris was killed just because 


Socolow was bloodthirsty," said Char- 
les H. Burns, captain of detectives. 
"There was no other reason for it. 
"When this case is tried the de- 
partment will be able to present testj- 
mony the like of which has not been 
heard here for many years. 
I am 


ready now to go before the grand jury 
with evidence against every man in 
the case."

"Our investigation ^shows conclu- 
sively that 'Buddy* Blades is the man 
who aided Hart and Socolow in map- 
ping the job," Burns said. "He knew 
the neighborhood. He knew what day 
the members of the firm went to the 
bank for the money and he was the 
man who posted the highwaymen 
"Blades is the driver\ for the Ful- 
ton Grand Laundry. He has been un- 
der the eye of the' police for some 
time. 
He was an associate of Hart, 
Smith, Socolow and Allers. He 'set' 
the job. We know that Blades is the 
man iiid that he participated in the 
proceeds of the robbery." 


The detective, captain and his men 
declared they were unable to satis- 
factorily trace the 
movements of 
Blades on the day of the murder. One 
detective declared it was possible that 
Blades was in the neighborhood when 
the hold up happened, but he did not 
enter the gunmen's automobile. 


Money Divided in Suburbs 
From the scene of the crime the 
automobile -went to a place in the 
northeastern suburbs. There the fi\e 
principals made-an even division of 
the money. Carey, it is said, receiv- 
ed an amoint to be paid to Blades and 
Heard.

Benny Lewis, another suspect held 


in the case, was not with' the bandits 
at the time of the murder.

State of Mississippi will have* ready 
for formal opening here on January 
1, 1323 according to present plans, 
one of the most modern and commo- 
dious sanitariums for tubercular pa- 
tients in the "United States. 
When 


completed, it will have a capacity of 
960 patients, and the buildings and 
equipnjents will represent an expen- 
diture of somethink like $1.200,000.

in 1318 and

The entire 


plant, however, will not be finished 
for some jime.
